STATE WATER CONSERVATION COMMISSION
MINUTES OF MEETING
Held In Office of State Water Commlission
Bismarck, North Dakota
November 20, 1959

A regular meeting of the North Dakota Water Conservation Commission was
called to order on November 20, 1959 in the office of the Commlssion,
State Capitol Building, to consider routine business matters. The
following members were present:

The meeting was called to order by Commissioner
Lunseth, who was appointed acting chairman by the Commisslon members to
preside in the absence of Governor Davis, at 9:40 a.m. with Com missloners
Elnar Dahl, A. R. Weinhandl, W. W. Corwin and Secretary Holsveen present.

APPROVAL OF MINUTES |t was moved by Commissloner Einar Dahl and

seconded by Commissioner W. W. Corwln that the
minutes of the October 7, 1959 meeting be approved and filed in the
office of the State Water Conservation Commission. All members voted
aye and the motion was carried.

FINANCIAL STATEMENT Secretay Hoisveen explained that the Commission

FOR OCTOBER 1959 funds were in excellent shape and explained how
the funds were used. The appropriation for

drilling was Increased $20,000 to take care of anticlpated drilling

needs. Some of the funds are matching funds. Mr. Welnhandl Inqulred

if the Commisslon had difficulty in collecting its share. Secretary

Hoisveen stated that on allocations made to date no difflculty was

encountered In receiving the share due the Commlsslion, although in

the past three or four projects dld not pay Its share, It I's now

necessary for the local sponsor to have the share pald In advance.

I't was moved by Commissioner Einar Dahl and seconded by Commlssloner

Corwin that the financial statement for October 1959 be approved.

All commlssioners voted aye and the motion was carried.
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STATE EXAMINER'S REPORT The State Examiner's report pertaining to the State

1958-1959 Water Conservation Commission from August 1, 1958
to June 30, 1959 was presented to the Commission.,

The report showed that everything was in order. |IT was moved by Commis-

sioner Welnhandl and seconded by Commissioner Corwin that the Sate Ex-

aminer's report be recefived and filed, All commissioners voted aye

and the motlon was carrled.

REPORT ON HUNTER All concrete and earthwork on Hunter Dam has been
DAM completed. Some work remalins to be done in the

way of riprap on the banks and this will be con-
tracted for shortly. It appears that the work will be done within the
cost estimate made on the project.

REPORT ON BLACKTAIL Work on Blacktail dam, 20 mlles northwest of

DAM Williston, is progressing well., All earth work Is
completed., The Williston Pldns Reporter for

October 21, 1959 gave front page publiclty to the project. The Frank

Olson Construction Company did the work.

REPORT ON EATON Eaton Dam Is located near Towner. The Commission
DAM is replacing the tube In the dam. All the dam was
origlnally made from a couple rows of steel pilings.
Tubing with headgates were installed to serve as the spillway, The Eaton
project is an excellent one. They had one of the best hay crops they have
ever had during the past season and are commanding an excellent price for
the hay. Two new gates were Installed by the Commisslion two years ago
which serve to control the water level within the impoundments. Approxi-
mate 1y 30 families benefit from this dam, who paid approximately 50% of
the cost, as originally this was a Public Works Project. It was con-
structed in the winter time and apparently lacked adequate inspection.

REPORT ON ELLENDALE The construction of the underground features of the
DAM Ellendale Dam has been completed. The local

sponsor, In this case the City of Elfendale, Is
well satisfled with the results and would like a surface dam in order to
assure them additional water which would greatly improve thelr water
supply. They have expressed a desire to have the Commission prepare
estimates on two types of structures to enable them to budget for future
construction.

CITY OF BELFIELD A resolution was received from the Clity of
RESOLUTION AND Belfield requesting a dam for flood control,
REQUEST FOR DAM recreation, game and fish and as a source of water

supply for the city of Belfield., Secretary
Hoisveen reported that a dam could be constructed to meet municlpal water
needs for both Belfleld and Dickinson. Persons living in the area are
very much interested. The survey by the State Water Conservation Com-
mission disclosed a coal vein 10 feet in depth which will increase
construction costs materially. The Commissiaon would not be justifled in
making an expenditure of the type needed for this particular dam. It
was recommended that the Corps of Engineers or some other federal agency
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construct the dam.

Mr. Einar Dahl stated that he had met with the County
Commissloners at Belfleld. There were around 30 or 40 people there and
the County Commissioners of Stark County. The State Engineer was to
work up an estimate and they wanted the State Engineer to meet with them
when the estimate was avallable,

Secretary Hoisveen stated that he assumed that If
the dam was a sizeable structure the Corps and Bureau would ask for flnancial
aid. Dicklinson would want to be considered for municipal water needs, as
well as Belfield. It is quite possible they could finance such a structure,
In accordance wlth Bureau of Reclamation estlmates It appeared that the
Dickinson population Increase by 1980 would be 11,000 people; however, they
have already attalned this increase., They now have a prospective growth
of about 18,000 by 1980. The Dickinson watershed area contributes bentinite
to the reservoir and the city is having trouble in eliminating by filtering
The filteration expenses are quite high., The Green River water supply Is
of much better quality. Secretary Hoisveen stated that the Commission should
urge the Corps of Engineers to take on this project and suggested that the
Commission direct him towrite the Corps of Engineers to this effect and
report to the City of Belfield. It was moved by Commissioner Einar Dahl
and seconded by Commlssioner Corwin that the Secretary be directed to
contact the Corps of Engineers relative to participating in the building
of a dam north of Belfield and further that the Secretary report to the
City of Belfield the action taken by the Commission. All commissioners
voted aye and the motion was carried.

Governor Davis presided at the Commission meeting.

REQUEST OF SOUTHWEST John Beach of West Fargo appeared before the Com-
FARGO mission. Mr. Beach has made an extensive study
of the Red River Valley. Mr. Beach stated that
they have had the lTower Sheyenne River problem for some time. The!
specific thing that has brought this up at this time is the growth of
Southwest Fargo. The growth of Southwest Fargo is away from the river
and the city is in need of drainage. The outlet along the highway -9k~
is not exactly a river channel but Is escape water from the Sheyenne
River. Southwest Fargo is particularly in need of an outlet for storm
water. The population of Southwest Fargo is 2,500. The sewage dis-
posal etc is set up for a population of 10,000, The Corps of Engineers
came up with a proposal inl948 but the people turned it down.
They would now like to have a resurvey of the area. The City of South-
west Fargo has no funds. There is no committee or board with authority
to «acarry on a project of this kind in that area. Plans were drawn up
in 1948 and coplies filed with the Army Engineers, St. Paul. Probably
a copy was also filed with the Commission. These plans were approved
by the St. Paul office.

Secretary Hoisveen stated that the Water Com-
mission had received a letter from Southwest Fargo petitioning the
Commission to establish a water conservation and flood control district.
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Thls action was requested because the area should include the Sheyenne
River area. The Secretary suggested that the Commission hold hearlngs
in that area relatlve to establishing a water conservation and flood
control district and to consolidate the work In that area. There are
several such entities covering other areas in Cass County. The Com-
misslon could also take action requesting the Corps of Englneers to
start immediate construction in view of the emergency that exists In
the area under thelr 212 authority, as the project merits it. It was
suggested that authority be glven to Secretary Holsveen to prepare

a resolution requesting the Corps of Engineers at St. Paul to survey
this area and an Immediate solutlon arrived at before the matters be-
come critical and direct the Secretary to hold a hearing to establish
a water conservation and flood control district In that area. Messrs,
Corwin, Beach and Hoisveen could delineate boundaries.

It was moved by Commissioner Lunseth and
seconded by Commissloner Corwin that the Secretary prepare a resolu-
tlon requesting the Corps of Engineers to make a survey of the South-
west Fargo area. All commissioners voted aye and the motion was
carried.

It was moved by Commissioner Welnhandl and
seconded by Commlssloner Lunseth that Secretary Hoisveen meet wlth
the people in the Sheyenne area to create a water conservation and
flood control district. All commissioners voted aye and the motion
was carried.

MISSOURI RIVER BANK During the 1959 Session of the Legislature the
EROSION STABILIZATION House passed a concurrent resolution relative to
RESOLUTION the Missouri River bank erosion. An appropria-
tion of $10,000 was made for this purpose by
the First Session of the 86th Congress. The erosion problem Is grow-
ing worse. During the summer months it Is further aggravated when
the water releases are high In the river. The clear water picks up
silt and has eroded banks amounting to 440 acres annually. When the
releases become higher than they are at present this situation will
be increased. While downstream protective works are called agri=
cultural levees It is generally agreed they are principally used to
enhance navigation. The people in the Blsmarck area are becoming
more apprehensive over the increased eroslon and it was thought that
we should go to the Corps of Engineers and attempt to get them to
commence immediate steps to correct the problem, There are two
methods by which the problem could be remedied. They are a serles
of low head dams or a series of jetties. The low head dams might
be a cheaper way to do the job. It was moved by Commissioner Lunseth
and seconded by Commissioner Elnar Dahl that the following resolutlon
be adopted. All commissioners voted aye and the following resolution
was adopted.
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MISSOURI RIVER BANK EROSION

RESOLUTION

REQUESTING THE CORPS OF U, S. ARMY ENGINEERS TO COMMENCE THE

IMMEDIATE INSTALLATION OF FACILITIES TO PREVENT FURTHER EROSION

OF THE BANKS OF THE MISSOURI RIVER IN THE REACHES THEREOF BETWEEN
THE OAHE RESERVOIR AND GARRISON DAM

WHEREAS, a study made by the North Dakota State Water Conservation
Commlsslon during the winter of 1958 and 1959 indicated that excessive bank
erosion s occurring in the reach of the Missourl Rlver between the Oahe and
Garrison Reservoirs amounting to 440 acres annually during the past several
years, which has been a period of adverse flow; and

WHEREAS, this erosion occurs as a result of the release of clear water
from the Garrison Reservoir, which possesses only the potential to pick up siit
and no longer deposits It to build up the banks;and

WHEREAS, this eroslon occurs durlng the summer months when releases
from the Garrison Reservolr are at thelr highest stage; and

WHEREAS, such releases should be curtailed to meet only the domestlc
and sewage pollution requirements during the summer months; and

WHEREAS, greater quantities of water will be required to meet the
downstream beneficial uses and Immediate construction of bank protection facilities
should be made to prevent additional curtailment in releases for these users; and

WHEREAS, the area being eroded possesses an Immense potential as highly
productive Irrigable land which will be needed as a truck farming supply for the
Bismarck-Mandan area.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLYED by the North Dakota State Water Conser-
vation Commission, at a meeting held in Bismarck on November 20, 1959, that the
U. S. Corps of Army Engineers be requested to start construction on faclilities
needed to protect the banks of the reach of the Missouri Rlver between the Oahe
Reservolr and the Garrison Dam, which constltutes an emergency.

BE |T FURTHER RESOLVED that the Chairman of the State Water Conservation
Commission mall a copy of this Resolution to each of our Senators and Representa-
tives in Congress, to the Chlef Engineer, U. S. Corps of Army Engineers, Washington,
D. C., Major General Kelth Barney, Missour] River Division Office, Omaha, Nebraska,
Colonel Walter W. Hogrefe, District Engineer, Riverdale, North Dakota, and to the
President of the United States.

PETITIONS RE- Petitions were received from the Stump Lake
STUMP LAKE WATER Water Development Assoclation, 397 signatures,
DEVELOPMENT ASSN. requesting the State Water Conservation Com=

mission to conduct a complete survey and study as to
the feasibllity of building a dam to revert the water from an outlet of
Stump Lake back Into Stump Lake and to prepare an estimate of probable
costs and expenses to complete the proposed project. Secretary Holsveen
recommended that the Stump Lake Water Development Association be
compllmented for thelr efforts but to state that the proposal iIs not
feasible because of an Insufficient water supply. |t was suggested that
their efforts be directed to making the Garrison Diversion a reallty.
It was moved by Commissioner Corwin and seconded by Commissioner Welnhandl
that the Commission cannot participate in the Stump Lake Project because of
an insufficient water supdy. All commissioners voted aye and the motion
was carried.

BALTA DAM PROJECT A letter was recelived from State's Attorney

Ziegler of Rugby stating that all easements In
connection with the Balta Dam project had been secured. The county is now
interested in the project. The Game and Fish Department has committed it-
self to go Into the project. The estimated cost is$45,000. On a one-
third basis It would be $15,000 for the county, $15,000 for the Game &
Fish Department and $15,000 for the Water Commission. [t was recommended
that the County pay $15,000, the Game and Fish Department one-third of the
cost and the Water Commisslon to pay everything over the remaining cost,
not to exceed $15,000. It was moved by Commlssioner Lunseth and seconded
by Commissioner Weinhandl that the Commission participate In the Balta Dam
project on the following basis: The County to pay $15,000, the Game &
Fish Department to pay one-thlrd of the cost and the Commisslon to pay
the remalnling cost but not to exceed $15,000. On Roll Call all com-
missloners voted aye and the motlon was carried.
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RICE LAKE RESTORATION Rlce Lake is located north of Sterling, along
PROJECT highway #14, The project Is sponsored by the

I zaak Walton League and the Burlelgh County!
Park Board. Thls Is a very Inexpensive project. The Game and Fish
Department has gone ahead with the project hoping the Commission will
put in a control structure which would amount to about $1600. It
was moved by Commlssloner Corwlin and seconded by Commissloner Lunseth
that the Commission participate in the dam construction on the Rlce
Lake praject, not to exceed $1000. On Roll Call all commissioners
voted aye and the motion was carried.

DRAINAGE PROJECTS Secretary Holsveen stated that the resolutlon

passed by the commission at Its last meetlng had
been sent out to alldrain boards and water conservatlon and flood control
districts, together with a list of the proposed watershed proJects, The
resolution stated that the Commission would no longer participate In
rights of way and would not go Into a draln on a clean out basis. It
either had to be a new construction that the Commission had not parti-
cipated in or a complete reconstruction of the project.

CASS COUNTY DRAIN Drop structures wiil be needed on €ass County
#22 Drain #22. The estimated cost Is $18,000 on

a 40% basis, which would be $7,200 as the
Commisslon's share. |t was moved by Commissioner Corwin and seconded
by Commissioner Lunseth that the State Water Conservation Commission
particlpate In Cass County Draln #22 on a 40% basis, the estimated
cost to be $18,000, the Commission's share to be $7,200. On roll call
all commissioners voted aye and the motion was carried.

RICHLAND COUNTY

DRAIN #64 The StateWater Commission has been requested
to particlpate on Drain #64, Richland County,

on a 40% basis. It was moved by Commlssioner Corwin and seconded by

Commissioner Lunseth that the State Water Conservation Commission

participate In Richland County Draln #64 on a 40% basis. On Roll Call

all Commissloners voted aye and the motion was carried.

GRAND FORKS COUNTY The estimated cost of Grand Forks County
DRAIN #14 Draln #14 |s between $36,000 and $40,000.
Commissioner Lunseth e xplained that Drain #14
Is south and west of Larimore and goes into the Goose River. There was
a drainage project back in 1920. Before the drain was completed an
injunction was served and the work was stopped. There were only two
more miles to complete the drain. The drain board now wants to com-
plete the drain. They were told to prepare a cost estimate and have
It In the Commisslon offlce. There should be more Information be-
fore action Is taken by the Commission members. Secretary Holsveen
stated that he would be in that area sometime next week and could
review the situation on the field, as well as stop at the office and
discuss it with the drain board. |t was recommended that the matter
be postponed until more information Is recelved. The minimum would
be $14,000 as the commlssion 's share. |t was moved by Commissioner
Corwin and seconded by Commissioner Lunseth that the action on Grand
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Forks County Drain #l4 be laid over for further investigation. All
members voted aye and the motion was carrled.

PEMBINA COUNTY In reviewing the Pembina County request it
DRAIN #7 was found that it would be necessary to have

more data on this. A dralnage engineer Is
being employed, in which the highway department will participate in
the salary on a 50% basis. No action was taken,

CITY OF BELFIELD Mr. Frank Kordonawy of Belfield appeared before
RESOLUTION the Commission on behalf of the City of Belfield
Resolution. Secretary Hoisveen explained that
the Commission had decided that in view of the situation that existed
and the coal vein that exists, that this would be quite an expensive
project. The Commission does not have the necessary appropriation to
go ahead with a project of this magnitude. The Commission declded
to send letters requesting either theCorps of Engineers or the Bureau
of Reclamation to secure the Commission's survey material and the Com-
mission will attempt to get funds whereby further study can be resumed.
In order to build such a dam the benefits would have to be principally
for municipal use. Dickinson would also be benefitted by such a project
and would contribute funds for the building of such dam.

Mr. Kordonawy stated that the City of Belfield
had dug wells for municipal water use In Belfleld. The water Is not
fit for use. They have been told It Is not fit for human .consumption
but they use It anyway. Secretary Hoisveen stated that Mr. Einar
Dahl had reported that the Stark County Commissioners are interested.
Every effort possible will be made to see that the City of Belfield
has adequate water.

DRAINAGE - Mr. Howard Henry of Westhope appeared before the

WESTHOPE Commission and requested that something be done
relative to the draining of water off the

land. A lot of money is spent by the Soll Conservation Service todrain

the water off, Mr. Henry suggested that studies should be made to keep

the water on the land and to pump it off where it is not needed. Would

not require a lot of money to make thls study.

BALTA DAM Messrs. Fred Wangle, Joe Hagel, Plus Schoan and
Tony Schmaltz of Balta appeared before the Com-
mlssion relative to the construction of Balta Dam. Secretary Holsveen
explained the actlon taken by the Commisslon. Working with the wildlife
service and the county commissioners, the commission would pay everything
over $30,000 not to exceed $45,000. This wlill be the number one project
of the Commisslon. Commltments will be signed. |t was suggested that
the representation from Balta see Dr, Bue of the Game & Fisher Department.
A letter setting forth the Commission's action will be sent to Mr.
Ziegler and also to Mr. Wangle.

Mr. Lunseth presided after Governor Davis left
the meeting.
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LAKE METIGOSHE A letter was received from the Lake Metigoshe
PROJECT Improvement Association requesting the State

Water Conservation Commission to consider further
study and survey of the area adjacent toand in the Immediate viclnlty
of Lake Metlgoshe that can be used for drainage into the lake. Secretary
Holsveen recommended that the Commission direct him to proceed with further
studies In the Lake Metigoshe area,which was done.

PROGRAM - RE The program for the Missouri Basin Inter~Agency

MISSISSIPPI VALLEY A letter was received from the Mississippl
ASSN . DUES REQUEST Valley Association suggesting that the State
Water Commission contribute an additional
$75 to that Association. The Commission is now paying $25 for its
membership. In view of the cooperation received from the MIssisslppl
Valley Assoclation it was the opinion of the Commisslon members that'
the State Water Commission should forward to the Assocliation the
$100 fee. It was moved by Commissioner Corwin and seconded by Com-
missioner Einar Dahl that the State Water Commis sion contribute an
additional $§75 to the Mississippl Valley Association. On Roll Call
all members voted aye and the motion was carrled.

REPORT ON NATIONAL Mr. Welnhandl reported on the meeting of the
RECLAMATION ASSN. National Reclamation Association meeting held
MEETING AT DENVER In Denver. He was very much Impressed with the

talk given by the Governor of Colorado. The
general theme of the Governor's talk was relative to the MiIssouri
Basin states working together. He was very critical of the Government
because of the veto. Mr. Weinhandl also reported on the talk giv en by
Mr. Dominy. Secretary Holsveen reported that the new president of the
National Reclamation Association was L, E. Coles, of Oregon. It was

Irrigation District was organized during the
1930's. At that time they wanted to make the intake bigger in Montana
so as to get irrigation across the line. All the money necessary for
this project both in North Dakota and Montana was spent In Montana, so
the project was never completed in North Dakota. Money has been loaned
to the Lower Yellowstone Pumping |rrigation District for this project.
and there is still approximately $600 remaining to be paid. These two
districts want to dissolve and amalgamate themselves as one district.
Until a decision has been reached on whether the district must repay
the balance due the Water Commission nothing further can be done about
disorganizing the districts.

RETENTION OF CORPS OF Secretary Hoisveen reported that the Governor and
ENGINEERS OFFICES AT Senator Young were both attempting to have the
R1VERDALE Riverdale office retained at Riverdale on a
district status. The Corps has suggeded reduc-
Ing it to an area status. Part of the District is in North Dakota,
Montana and part in Wyoming, that contribute work to this district office
and should be preserved as a district office. This was suggested to
Senator Young In a letter from the Governor. The Governor also wrote
to Major General Barney and Major General lItschner. This will mean an
annual payroll reduction to North Dakota of $500,000. |t was moved
by Commissioner Weinhandl and seconded by Commissioner Corwin that the
Commission endorse the action of Governor Davis and Senator Young to
retalin the district office at Riverdale. All members voted aye and
the motion was carried.

WALLWORK - RE Commissioner Corwin stated that he had talked

of land, subject to the objections of Mr. Engelman. All commissioners

voted aye and the motion was carried.

#8o4L John Gunderson of Ross requested the right to
divert 240 acre feet to irrigate 96.5 acres of

land. |t was moved by Commissioner Einar Dahl and seconded by Commissioner

Corwin that Johm Gunderson be granted the right to divert 193 acre feet

to irrigate 96.5 acres of land. All commissioners voted aye and the

motion was carried.

#805 The Village of Burlington requests the right to

divert ground waters to supply 548 acre feet.
It was moved by Commissioner Einar Dahl and seconded by Commissfioner
Corwin that the Village of Burllngton be granted the right to divert
548 acre feet of ground water. All commissioners voted aye and the
motion was carried.

#806 Jack Padilla of Beulah requests the right to

divert 80 acre feet of water from the Knife
River to irrigate 40 acres of land. |t was moved by Commissioner Einar
Dahl and seconded by Commissioner Corwlin that Jack Padlilla be granted
the right to divert 39 acre feet to irrigate 26 .acres of land. All
Commissioners voted aye and the motion was carried.

#808 Burns and Wretling of Stanton request the right

to divert 1950.6 acre feet of water from the
Missourl River to irrigate 975.3 acres. It was moved by Commissioner
Einar Dahl and seconded by Commissioner Corwin that Burns and Wretling
be granted the right to divert 1950.6 acre feet of water to irrigate
975.3 acres of land., All commissioners voted aye and the motion was
carried,

#809 Art Eslinger of Elgin requests the right to

divert 90 acre feet of water from the Cannon-
ball River to Irrigate 45.25 acres of land. |t was moved by Commis-
sioner Einar Dahl and seconded by Commissloner Corwin that Art
Eslinger be granted the right to divert 22.5 acre feet of water to
irrigate 15 acres of land. All commissioners voted aye and the
motion was carried.



#810 John Rouzle, VVV Ranch, Bowman, requests the
right to divert 200 acre feet from Dry Creek
a tributary of the Little Missour! and ground water to Irrigate 127
acres of land. It was suggested by the Secretary that this be reduced
to 74 acre feet to be diverted from Dry Creek to irrigate 49 acres of
land. If faclilities are constructed for st oring 200 acre feet durlng
the spring runoff prior to May Ist and all flow after May Ist is by-
passed and permitted to flow down stream, he would be allowed the 200
acre feet requested to irrigate 127 acres. |t was moved by Commissioner
Einar Dahl and seconded by Commissioner Corwin that John Rouzie be
granted the right to divert 74 acre feet from Dry Creek to Irrigate
49 acres and that he be allowed 200 acre feet of water for each
Irrigation season to irrigate the 127 acres if all the water used for
irrigation is stored prior to May Ist and all runoff after May 1st
each year is by passed and allowed to continue down stream. All
commlssioners voted aye and the motlon was carried.

#811 Midway Special School DIstrict #128of GIlby
requested the right to divert 50 acre feet of
ground water. |t was moved by Commissioner Einar Dahl and seconded by

Commissioner Corwin that Midway Special School DIstrict #128 be
granted the right to divert 50 acre feet of ground water. All com-
missioners voted aye and the motlon was carried.

#812 Alden Henderson, Breien, requests the right to
Divert 193.k acre feet of water from the Cannon-
ball River and underground water supplies. It was moved by Commissioner
Einar Dahl and seconded by Commissioner Corwin that Alden Henderson be
granted the right to divert 193.4 acre feet of water to irrigate 96.7
acres with ground water the major source and that the 22 acre feet be
the maximum amount of water thataan be diverted from the Cannonball
River during any one year. All commissioners voted aye and the
motion was carrled,

#814 The Game and Fish Department requested 500
acre feet for consumptive use In connection

with evaporation from the Blacktall Dam Reservoir. |t was moved by

CommIssioner Elnar Dahl and seconded by Commissioner Corwin that

the Game and Fish Department be granted the right to divert 500 acre

feet from Blacktail Dam. All members voted aye and the motion was

carrled.

The meeting adjourned at 12:30 p.m.
